Highway 
Robbers Are 


Becoming Very 


Bold 


Two holdups occurred last evening 


before 9 o'clock. One was in the toilet 
room of a hotel and the other was in 
the alley at the rear of Commercial 
street. In both instances the hold-up 
men were outmatched In strength by 
their victims and the latter saved their 
bank rolls. 


The three holdups already reported 


for this week were all either commit- 
ted upon people who had business 
where they were found or were in the 
heart of the town where they felt per- 
fectly safe. 


The ptevalence of the crime of high- 


way robbery in Reno has caused the 
citizens of this town to wonder what 
the end of. this state of affairs will 
be. The conclusion has been general- 
ly arrived at that people should in- 
dividually protect themselves against 
the sand baggers. 
If an encounter 


should result in an inquest over 'the 
body of a highwayman the coroner's 
jury would hesitate to exonerate the 
man who protected his life and prop- 
ei ty. 


The police are as vigilant as pos- 


sible, but they have a delicate stand- 
ing In the highway robbery cases. If 
the victim is unable to identify the 
persons who attack him there is HttU- 
<ir no chance of an arrest of the guilty 
parties being made. 
Highway rob- 


bery is rarely practiced single handed. 
The outlaw usually has a pal who wat- 
ches that there are no blue coats to 
come meddling while the robbery is 
being performed. 


The officers are doing all in their 


power to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of the people of Reno, but, unless 
the victims are careful to size up their 
adversaries there is very small chance 
indeed of the highwayman being ap- 
prehended . 


If this state of affairs continues it 


will become necessary to rid the town 
of idle characters who prey upon their 
fellowmen.

PIOCHE, Nev., Sept. 28.—The re. 


cent BtrUce at Silver King ta proving 
a veritable bonanza Inasmuch sat the 
ledge baa been traced through loca- 
tions made on the south and north end 
line of the Caesar claim, upon which 
the original strike was made. 
The 


locations on the north are the Pioche, 
owned by Charles Thompson, son of 
A. S. Thompson, and 'w. H. Clark, 
and the Silver Star, owned by W. H. 
Clark, Charles Thompson, J. R. Lee 
and M. O'Reilly. 


W. H. Clark, Robert Tucker and 


John Lee came In from there last
